STREET PAVING- 



T,. the Editor of •• O ir Tow n ": 

The Kditorial ■ in last week's i-sm 
of "Our Town" we liid U|>on convei j 
sation with scveinl if our citizens, \\:i<j 
misleading. And th's was so beeau.-.' 
the data presented was not in accord 
.•nice with the facts. 

The impression was conveyed ihat 
the twelve or more miles of the pnveii 
streets ot Nnrliertli were) -jpaxed by 
the Borough, and paid- for out of the 
"current revenue." The facts arc 

that practically all of the paving was 
done by bond issue authorized by the 
voters of the Bormi ;h and not out of 
"current funds." 

The idea was also conveyed that the 
policy of paving streets at the Bor- 
ough's expeiwe was a practice long 
siiK-e abandoned on account of the en- 
actment of a Ktnte law prohibiting 
paving of streets out of current rev- 
enues. This law, as a matter of fact, 
was enacted only four years ago, and 
since practically all of the paving in 
Narberth was done by IkiihI issue and 
not out of "current fund's" this legis 
lation, accordingly, in no manner af 
torts the policy pursued by Narberth 
throughout all these years and prae 
- ticnlly up to the present time. 

Neither is it a fair analogy to ques- 
tion 1 the possibility of floating a bono 
issue for the paving of streets as the 
necessity indicates- by comparing this 
proposition with the recently proposed 
and defeated sch-oo-1 loan. Everyone 
knows that that proposal wus defeated 
because it was believed that if it were 
authorized the School Board would 
not effect the much desire consolida- 
tion of our High School with Lower 
Merion. 

Y«s, Woodbine \veiaie from N'ar- 
berth to Essex isunsiglitly.

The Haines were threat 
en ing the house, and u long struggle 
was necessary to put out the lire, tin 
the following two days three lie-Id fires 
were extinguished, two of whu'ti tnieat 
rued houses. 

Four fires were extinguished on Has 
ter day. In the morning a call was 
answered from State Road, Cynwyd, 
for a field lire, and in the afternoon 
the company was culled to the home 
nl Dr. .Joseph M. (lerhnrt, on Hanger 
Road, Cynwyd. The second floor and 
roof of the house were in flames, and 
because of the fact that the Cynwyd 
company had 'been out of ciuiimissiin 1 
tie fire had gained crns-iderable head 
way before the arrival of the Narberth 
engines. The fire -.vus under control 
in a short time, but only after con 
siderable damage had been done. Two 
more field fires completed the da\ 
work.

The Women of the Commun/ity Gfoib 
forgot that thoy were a group of mod. 
ern women of the twentieth century 
on Tuesday afternoon, and traveled 
back some thousands of years, while 
they listened for an hour to Miss M. 
Antonia Lamb talk on "The Needle- 
work of Antiquity." Miss Lamb is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of the 
Anthropological Institute of Great 
Britain and Ireland and knows her sub- 
ject better than any other Hiving wo- 
man. 

She discussed with the aid of lan- 
tern si biles, needlework from the very 
dawn of history, as tar back as four 
hundred years before l-r of the Ohal- 
de-es, spoken of in Genesis. Primeval 
man first used the needle when forced 
to protect hi* body from the cold by 
j lacing the skins of animals together, 
'with a needle made of polished bone, 
! threaded with sinews of the animal it- 
iself. As early as 11 B. C. the use of 
the safety pin was known as a most 
'valuable article of apparel— ind'eed the 
lantern slide showed its shape to be 
a near relative to our present day pin.

An appeal for partiy worn clothing 
to distribute among ex-servce men and 
their families has been issued to the 
public and to the Red Cross workers 
in the auxiliaries and branches of Phil- 
adelphia, Bucks, Delaware, Montgom- 
ery and Chester Counties which com- 
prise the Southeastern BennBylvanif( 
Chtapter of the American Red Cross. 
The call was sent out yesterday by 
Mrs. Thomas Potter, Jr. chairman of 
t'he Workrooms-' Department at Chapter 
headquarters 1610 Locust St., which, 
during the past year, has supplied 
clothing to hundreds of former fighting 
men and their wives and children. 

"Attention is again called' to the 
■ontinued demand for clothing for ex- 
service men in hospitals, convalescent 
camps, and their homes," Mrs. Potter's 
appeal states. "The.-e is special need 
for men's suits, shirts, shoes and bed- 
room slippers. 

"In making this appeal for over- 
coats, suits, trousers,' shirts, underwear, 
shoes, etc., as well as article® of cloth- 
ing for the family, the 8. E. Penna. 
Chapter of the Red Ctoss regards it- 
self as the medium through which the 
public may express its interest in the 
men who served their country during 
the war. This supply of clothing means 
warmth and comfort for those who 
risked their lives for us. It is im- 
portant thiut we keep on hand a supply 
nf clothing which will be ready for 
any need' that may arise." 

Mrs. Potter directs her appeal especi- 
ally to housewives who are about to 
begin spring housecleaning, and must 
necessarily discard accumulations! of 
clothing. "Dom't fe?d the moths; give 
your discarded clothing to ex-service 
men," is the slogan for the clothing 
drive. Persons living outside of Phila- 
delphia desiring to help may communi- 
cate with the nearest Red Cross Branch 
or Chapter Headquarters, 1610 Locust 
St. 

Contributions must be in good re- 
pair, absolutely clean and with all the 
buttons on. Another soutco of con- 
tribution is the people who, in spite 
of the fact that they will purchase new- 
articles next season, pack away their 
heavy garments from the past winter 
in cedar chests or closets. 

" It 'a just as easy to give to the 
cause- now as later," the appeal urges. 
"Worn clothing is in constant de- 
mand for men sent to mountain hos- 
pitals with tuberculosis," Mrs. Potter 
explained. "Food, medicine and pro- 
per care' can accomplish very little for 
a man inadequately equipped with suit- 
able clothing. The first breath of ■cold 
weather redoubles the demand! upon 
us, and we must have thei co-operation 
of the public if we are to fill them all. 
The alternative is to let our former 
service men and their wives and child- 
ren suffer for lack of wearing apparel 
that can be spared easily in many 
homes." 

There was a gratifying response to 
the appeal which Mrs. Potter made last 
year, but the numerous demands by 
the Home Service Department have ex- 
hausted the quantities of warm, ser- 
viceable garments that were piled in 
the stockrooms. 

The constant need for replenishing 
the outfit has necessitated more ac- 
tivity in. the Workrooms' Department 
recently, and Mrs. Potter's report sub- 
mitted yeterdny to the Executive Com- 
mittee showed that between February 
24th and March 24-tii, 1281 yards of 
material had been cut and 1297 
garments distributed to the workers. 
In that same period of time 1953 fin- 
ished garments were returned by the 
workers to the Department, and the 
number given out in response to ap- 
peals totalled 2103. Of this quantity. 
1743 were shipped to Athens, and 361 
were Used in the Chapter territory.
